(Experimental Farms Note) 

The world production of this 
valuable legume is probably in 
excess of seven million tons 
annually- Manchuria, the larg¬ 
est producer, is followed by 
Japan and the United States. 
Statistics relative t 0 the Russ¬ 
ian crop are not available. 

Canadian production is, as 
yet, too small to exert much in¬ 
fluence on the world market, but 
there is an increasing interet in 
the soy bean crop. Varieties 
suitable for domestic production 
are gradually replacing the imp 
orted beans. 

Chemical analyses have been 
conducted for some years by 
the Division of Chemistry, Cent 
ral Experimental Farm. The 
protein content, it has been 
found, ranges from approximat¬ 
ely 31 per cent to 39 per cent, 
whila the oil constitutes from 
14 per cent t 0 18.5 per cent of 
the bean. Of two varieties, hav¬ 
ing characterises suitable for 
Canadian cultivation, the unsat 
urated acids in the oil range 
fom 82.2 per cent to 84.3 per 
cent. The iodine numbers show 
a variation from 125.0 to 134.2 
These data indicate the value of 
the oil for industrial applica¬ 
tions, were readily oxidiable 
oils are demanded- The inorg¬ 
anic salts, containing valuable 
mineral matter, approximate 5 
per cent of the weight of the 
bean. 

The uses of soy beans are 
many and varied. Considerable 
amounts of the oil are used in 
paint mixture in conjunction 
with linseed and tung oils. A 
prominent automobile manufact 
urer, who maintains a staff of 
chemists, now finishes his prod 
net by utilizing an enamel the 
base of which is a synthetic 
resin produced from the soy 
bean. The resin also finds app¬ 
lication in the manufacture of 
electrical equipment. Because 
of its drying properties, the 
linoleum and oilcloth industries 
use large amounts of soy bean 
oil. 

Much of the oil finds its 
way to the soap vats. Here it 
is especially suitable for autom 
obil e soaps. Glycerine is produc 
ed as a by-product. 

Some other uses for the oil 
are. as rubber substitutes, cell 
uloid, printers inks, exnlo-ir/es. 
salad oil, lighting and lubricat 
ing oils, a s core binders for 
foundry work. The partly hyd¬ 
rogenated crude oil has been 
found useful as a stabilizer for 
shortening compounds. 

Soy bean oil contain*, lecithin, 
a phosphoried fat, and is displac 
i v egg yolk to some extent 
as a source of this material 
ued in medicine. Of interest 
t o, along medical lines, is the

disappearance of food allergies, 
particularly those caused by 
protein, following the ingestion 
of especially refined oil. 
f The beans furnish a home* 
jrown nitrogenous concentrate 
for animal feeding, being a 
source of protein for sheep, 
beef and dairy cattle and brood 
rows. It should, however, l)e 
used with caution in the rations 
of market hogs, since it prod¬ 
uces sofjt pork. 

As a protein supplement, the 
oil meal is of value in the rat¬ 
ions of beef cattle, dairy cow*, 
sheep and poultry. A ‘ simple 
mineral mixture i 8 advantage¬ 
ously added, since the meal is 
deficient in this respect. > 

For human use, the beans 


provide many forms of food- 
•t; ns. The ffreen beans may be 
served as a vegetable or in 
>alads. Flour made from process 
cd beans, high in tat content, 
is now found in the products of 
many bakeries. Since starch is 
absent, soy bean flour is mark¬ 
eted in diabetic foods. 

The dried beans have been 
u cd as a coffee substitute, in 
soups, a s a source of casein, as 
a milk substitute and cheese. 

As the composition of both 
flic fat and the proteins of soy 
beans more nearly approach the 
composition of; these constit¬ 
uents found in animals, soy 
beans could be used to replace 
meat in the diet.

Elevator companies, including the Pools, 
arc members of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
and use it in exactly the same manner and 
for exactly the same reason. They use it 
because the futures market is the best 
method which has been so far devised to 
protect the farmer and to ensure low hand¬ 
ling charges. 11 is not used by either the Pools 
or the other elevator companies for the 
purposes of profit. 

T he Pooling method, which is the only 
other method which has been tried to date 
in Canada, cost the West many millions of 
dollars. It is no longer seriously advocated, 
even by those who invented it. If in the 
future any organization, commission or 
government can evolve a system cf market¬ 
ing Canada’s crop which will consistently 
return to the farmer even a i ruction of a cent 
more than he obtains through the present 
methods, the line elevator companies will be 
the first to endorse and adopt such a system. 

At the present time all elevator companies 
(including the Pools) market grain in exactly 
the same way because it is the best and 
cheapest way which has yet been devised. 

Fair competition is the farmers’ safeguard. 

Propaganda by the Pools, through the 
Western Producer, country newspapers and 
field meetings, attacking the elevator com¬ 
panies because of marketing methods which 
the Pools themselves adopt, is untrue and 
hypocritical and merely designed to abolish 
the competition which is the farmers best 
protection.
